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NEWARK — We have found 
ourselves sucked into the bi- 
zarre case of a mob-connected 
Irish-American hoodlum’ who 
has wrapped himself in the rad- 
ical rhetoric of the Symbionese

It’s a tale of alleged murder, 
drug smuggling and flight; of 
how a young man is drawn into 
the underworld, and how the 
FBI flushed him out and was 
“bugged” in the process. 

If began when 36-year-old 
JohnTully called our office and 
told us he was tired of running. 
He wanted to turn himself in un- 
der our protection. Tully read to 
us from his wanted poster, and 
told of his flight to Venezuela in 
1971 to avoid a multiple mob 
murder charge. 

In a gruff, tough-guy voice, 
Tully claimed he was a member 
of the “Peoples Liberation 
Army,” and was dedicating the 
rest of his life to fighting “the vi- 
lest of vile monsters, the United 
States.” 

After checking Tully out, we 
decided ‘ to help arrange a 
peaceful surrender. But when 
our associates Jack Cloherty 
and Ed Tropeano arrived at Lul- 
ly’s Newark apartment early the 
next morning, they discovered 
that the FBI had been there a 
few hours earlier. 

Tully’s wife Hilda, however, 
had taped the 1 a.m. confronta- 


tion between the feds ’and her 
husband. / ' 

“I am a man of God,” the ac- 
cused murderer shouted at the 
agents on the other side of the 
door. “The only weapons I have 
are two Bibles.” y 

, “Then you better kart pray- 
ing,” came the FBI retort 

Tully told them he was stand- 
ing naked, so they could not 
shoot him down for carrying a 
concealed weapon. 

“You will not intimidate me,” 
Tully yelled. “I want to be 
served an arrest warrant, or I 
won’t open that door. I won’tbe 
taken by an enemy of the peo- 
ple.” 

“We’re the champions of the 
people,” the FBI man bawled. 

“You are not, you’re the en- 
emy of the people. I am a cham- 
pion of the people,” Tully re- 
sponded. 

“We are the champions of the 
people,” the FBI man argued, 
standing outside the door. 

“You’ll have to bang the door 
down if you want me,” Tully 
screamed. 

The words were hardly out of 
his mouth when a loud thud 
crackled over the tape. The FBi 
was in. Mrs. Tully told us that 
seven agents, carrying shotguns 
and wearing bullet-proof vests 
burstin on her naked husband. 

They searched the small 
apartment, but did hot take the 
tape recor ding . 

Driving to the arraignment, 
Mrs. Tully told us her husband’s 
story. 


“Drinking and fighting were 
his problems,” she sai( l. A strik- 
ing Spanish woman who is 
deeply religious, Hilia Tully 
said her husband met bis gang- 
land friends in the stal e prison. 
Like many criminals, Ji >hn Tully 
was a small-time tough until he 
fell in with already hardened 
criminals at the state correc- 
tional institution. 

Now, he is under indictment 
for four murders, cocai ne smug- 
gling and furthering a criminal 
conspiracy. Tully had asked us 
to arrange for his peaceful sur- 
render to the United N ations or 
to a foreign embassy. 

Using the slogans of the radi- 
cal left, Tully said he i hould be 
turned over to a political body, 
since he was a “polit .cal pris- 


But we were seeldn % to con- 
vince him that he wou d be bet- 
ter served if he agreed to return 
to Washington and tur l himself 
over to the Justice Dep; irtment 

Tully’s half-baked “political” 
arguments did not convince the 
U.S. magistrate either. Bail was 
set at $1.3 million and now this 
strange combination of gang- 
land thug and radical is await- 
ing trial in New York. 

Beleaguered Boss— With Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard Daley ail- 
ing, the last of the big-city 
bosses is Meade Esposito, the 
tough, talented Democratic 
chief of Brooklyn. Now, how- 
ever, we have learned the New 
York state special prosecutor’s 
office is looking into Es posito.
